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folks in those days, but Bob Fitzsimmons’ diamonds were the 
first that Ferd. had seen. He thought the idea was pretty terrible. 
But he mixed some cement and soon had the little diamond back 
in place. “When Bob smiled, I could see all the diamonds glit- 
ter,’ Ferd. recalls. 

In those turn-of-the-century days, Sioux Falls was a sort of 
Reno. Bent on divorce, people from everywhere went to Sioux 
Falls to get unhitched. The town’s hotels were usually booked 
solid; so were the rooming houses. Bob Fitzsimmons and his 
wife, like most of the other visitors, were there to untie the 
nuptial knot. 

It happened that Mama needed dentistry, too. Maybe Bob 
recommended Doctor Ferd. Brown. Anyway, Mrs. Fitzsimmons 
pranced in one day—not for diamond-setting, just for everyday 
dentistry. But she was a bit of a problem, at that. Her companion 
when she showed up at the office was a small poodle. Ferd. 
remembers her insisting that the poodle lie in her lap during 
the operation. None of that, said Ferd. But Mama Fitzsimmons 
insisted and that’s the way it was. The poodle acted nice, though 
—no yiping, no wiggling. 

Mrs. F. confided that she had had her face lifted—to the 
touch it felt like a piece of cardboard, Ferd. says, remarking 
that face-lifting was very much in vogue at the time. 

After about fifty-four years at the chair, Ferd. has many 
memories. Born in Maine in 1877, he was seven when his folks 
took him west to South Dakota. A 1901 Northwestern grad, he 
started with Doctor F. E. Field, practicing horse-and-buggy 
dentistry part of the time, opening his own office in 1906. He 
has been both secretary and president of the South Dakota State 
Dental Society, a State Board member, a local examining board 
member in both World Wars. And five years ago he was the 
honored guest of the State Society.

Practice? 
BY H. KEITH TERRILL, DDS 


By LIMITED I mean a practice in 
which you concentrate almost en- 
tirely on amalgams, exodontia, par- 
tial and full dentures, and silicates. 
A great many of us are running a 
practice governed almost wholly 
by this type of service. 

How many times have you con- 
vinced yourself that a unilateral 
partial denture, or one not really 
called for, was better than a bridge? 
Look arourrd and see how few 
prosthetic appliances, especially 
well-executed bridges, you see. 
How many partial dentures are 
made without benefit of study 
models or occlusal rests—even 
though you receive a good fee? Of- 
ten it is easier to make a partial den- 
ture, especially since the labora- 
tory usually does the bulk of the 
construction, and you always can 
imply that the laboratory was at 
fault if the appliance does not func- 
tion.

Dentist calls upon his confreres 
to develop the best in skill and 


up-to-date methods. 


The weak or missing incisal sur- 
face of an anterior tooth is always 
worth a try with silicate or plastic. 
Or is it? The principles you learned 
in dental school have changed little 
regarding cavity preparation. But 
a good Class III or Class IV inlay 
is hard to make; isn’t it, doctor? 
Besides, we tell the patient and 
ourselves that there should not 
be any gold showing. The 
“pretty filling” that fails certainly 
is not as desirable as the not so 
“pretty” one that functions as it 
should. Some of the “impossible” 
silicate restorations seem to func- 
tion for varying lengths of time, 
but generally we are just fooling 
ourselves if we place too much 
faith in them without their being 
supported by sound principles of 
dentistry. 

The same thing applies to amal- 
gam restorations.. Perhaps even 
more so. Amalgam is an excel- 
lent restorative material and the 
most widely used today. But why 
try to restore those cusps, those 
unsupported walls and those exces- 
sive flares with a material which is 
so liable to fracture in such areas? 
You say that the patient can’t or 
won't pay for gold restorations. 
Generally he will if he knows the 
reason why, and it is up to us to 
show him why. The lack of good 
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gold restorations is primarily the 
fault of the profession itself. 
And is it always actually better 
to extract and make full dentures? 
I wonder how many good teeth 
have been sacrificed at the altar of 
the full denture fee. Too many, the 
periodontists will tell us. And 
probably they are right. Why work 
over the teeth for a relatively mod- 
est fee when that full denture is 
just around the corner and the pa- 
tient is going to lose his teeth pret- 
ty soon anyway? Though this at- 
titude may not be shared by the 
majority of dentists, it is all too 
prevalent among many of us. 


Should | Extract? 

It is certainly much easier to ex- 
tract that tooth with the large cari- 
ous lesion than to clean it out and 
place a treatment. Besides we might 
get an order for a bridge or partial 
denture if the patient has a missing 
tooth. 

Why have so many of us degen- 
erated to this level in dentistry? 
Usually because it is the easy way 
out. Like it or not, that is the 
basic reason. We say that chil- 
dren’s dentistry is too nerve rack- 
ing. It certainly is not easy some- 
times, but it definitely needs doing. 
The same thing applies to perio- 
dontal treatments. Often they are 
not dramatic enough to suit us or 
the patient. And yet there is a uni- 
versal need for more and better 
periodontia. Our gold restoration 
too often has margins that leave 
something to be desired, and root 
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canal treatment is often referred to 
as “a pain in the neck.” Maybe we 
should have learned it better in 
dental school, or kept better in- 
formed since our college days. 

If some or all of the previous 
deficiencies apply to you, they can 
be overcome. But only by you. You 
will not find the magic of dentistry 
by watching television in the eve- 
ning. How long has it been since 
you “cracked” a book? For the 
majority of us, it has been far too 
long. 

Most of us have the ability and 
intelligence to perform better den- 
tistry. It takes effort, but anything 
worth while or above the ordinary 
always has. We all had to put in 
those Class III foils once to get out 
of school. You-do not have to go 
back to putting in foils, but is your 
skill better now, or has it slipped a 
little? Not many of us would want 
to tackle a foil again; yet we 
should have at least an equal de- 
gree of skill in the other phases of 
dentistry. , 


Practice on Models 

We can all practice on models 
and cut a few of those preparations 
we have not tried for years. It will 
tell you a great deal about yourself. 
You can take models and actually 
study them for a change. It is a 
poor service you render to the pa- 
tient, and a sad commentary on 
yourself, if you stopped learning 
when you graduated from school. 

It takes a little nerve to tackle 
the difficult or unusual, and every- 
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body has failures. But if you keep 


on trying and learning, you will be 
a better dentist and a better man. 
Then you will be a lot surer that 
what you are doing for your pa- 
tient is right, and the best, and 
your patients will have even more 
faith in you. And that is what 
many of us strive for, and that is 
what is really worth striving for. 


ORAL HYGIENE 
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Let us take a good, honest look at 
ourselves and our profession as we 
practice it, and try to improve a 
little. Even if you improve in only 
one thing, you have made a step 
forward. And none of us wants to 


be left behind.

A DEFENSE OF THE CLINICIAN 


MODERN EMPHASIs seems to be on research. Research, it seems to me, 
as a term, is an extremely elementary expression for finding out some- 
thing that most people do not know, and which they have no facilities to 
investigate. It is a vital part of medicine; it should be a vital part of 
dentistry. It can never replace medicine; it should not be given a posi- 
tion in dental educational life where the research investigator is ad- 
vanced beyond his clinical brothers, simply because there has come to den- 
tistry, too tardily, the means to employ the scientific assistance, and to trai. 
scientific graduates. The clinician in dentistry, which has been my posi- 
tion for over fifty-six years, still has a place, an important place. It is 
not a dramatic place; it is not a particularly profitable place in the 
financial scheme of things. But overnight, the remedies for the ills 
of the world will not be found; the causes of dental caries will not sud- 
denly appear from nowhere. If this happened, new diseases and new in- 
fections, would presently afflict mankind. 

I am, therefore, in an expression of my views, offering a defense of 
the clinician in dentistry, who needs no defense, and suggesting to edu- 
cators, unacquainted with dentistry, that the art of caring for human 
teeth should not be allowed to perish. ARTHUR H. Stopparp, DDS, Har- 
vard Dental Alumni Bulletin.

IN REPLY to an article in the May 
issue of ORAL HycIENE by Doctor 
George F. Kirkland, Junior, en- 
titled, WHy I Am Acainst OASI, 
I wish to advise that his informa- 
tion is inaccurate. 

Apparently Doctor Kirkland has 
been sent some of the 1951 bul- 
letins from the American Dental 
Association of the type many of 
us have received recently. I was 
misled by this information for a 
long time, but at long last I awak- 
ened, went down to my local social 
security office and got the facts 
about Old-Age and Survivors In- 
surance. If there is any doubt in 
your mind, write or call at your 
local social security office. They 
will give you the facts about OASI. 

I shall list first Doctor Kirkland’s 
inaccurate data in numerical order: 

1. We would pay 4 per cent on 
the first $3600 of our income, or 


$144 per year.

2. Recipient after age 65 could 
not earn more than $75 per month 
and receive full benefits. 

3. After age 65, the OASI pay- 
ments would be $85 per month for 
the dentist. 

4. At age 65, the dentist and wife 
would receive $120 per month. 

2. The widow, at age 65, would 
receive $63 per month. 

Correct data, based on the maxi- 
mum earnings of $4200 per year. 

1. The payments would be 3 per 
cent on $4200 or $126 per year 
until the beginning of 1960. 

2. Recipient after age 65 could 
earn $1200 per year by gainful 
employment and receive full bene- 
fits. Income from annuities, ren- 
tals, interest, dividends from stocks 
and bonds, and so forth, are ex- 
cluded. 

3. After age 65, OASI payments - 
would be $108.50 per month to the 
dentist. 

4. After age 65, the dentist and 
wife would receive $162.80 per 
month. 
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5. At age 65, the widow would 
receive $81.40 per month. 

These corrected figures have 
been verified by the Berkeley Social 
Security Office. 

In checking the March issue of 
the ADA Journal, of 77 deceased 
dentists, 36 were 70 to 90 years of 
age. In the April issue, of 77 listed, 
31 were 70 to 89 years of age, and 


in the May issue, of 80 listed, 29. 


were 70 to 97 years of age. There- 
fore, since the life expectancy in- 
creases each year, many more den- 
tists will have a number of years to 
receive OASI benefits. 

Attorney Burchard H. Styles, 
Secretary of the Alameda County 
Bar Association of Oakland, Cali- 
fornia,+stated that in his opinion 
the widow benefits alone made 
OASI worth the cost. For instance, 
if the widow lives to be 75, in ten 
years she could collect $9,768. 
Women can expect to live eight 
years longer than men. 

If a dentist dies before age 65, 
the widow could receive up to $200 
per month for herself and two chil- 
dren under 18 years of age. 


Compulsion Desirable Feature 
Doctor Kirkland objects to OASI 
because it is compulsory. Many of 
us think that this is an excellent 
feature. Many people just cannot 
save money and, for one reason or 
another, end up on the roll of some 
charitable institution. Certainly 
the beginning payment of $10.50 
per month to the maximum of $21 
per month after 1975 will not be a 
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hardship on a practicing dentist. 

There are now 72 dentists on our 
ADA Relief Roll, 55 are over 65 
years of age, and it might be men- 
tioned here that this ADA Relief 
Roll is only a temporary arrange- 
ment until the dentist can get on 
the rolls of a more permanent char- 
itable institution. Quoting from 
page 1, paragraph 3, Rules of the 
ADA Relief Fund, “It is the Policy 
of the ADA Relief Fund to award 
relief grants for meeting emer- 
gency needs, rather than for pen- 
sions and annuities.” 

Doctor Kirkland takes the old 
familiar savings account, which 
the ADA says will substitute for 
OASI. Let us go into detail about 
this savings account. The ADA is- 
sues a chart showing that if a 25- 
year-old dentist placed the amount 
paid for OASI into a savings ac- 
count at 3 per cent compounded 
semiannually, according to Doctor 
Kirkland, in 40 years the amount 
would be $13,000; however, the 
correct amount would be $15,418.- 
64. 

There are many reasons why a 
savings account will not substitute 
for OASI. 

1. Most banks and _ regular 
building and loan associations pay 
only 2 per cent, not 3 per cent. 

2. What happens to the pay- 
ments into the savings account and 
to the family of this 25-year-old 
dentist if he dies, for instance, at 
age 30? 

3. According to the March 1955 
ADA Journal, page 330, 55.9 per

cent of all active dentists today are 
45 years of age or older; thus this 
45-year-old dentist should have 
been taken as the savings account 
example. Less than 1 per cent of 
the active dentists are 25 years of 
age. 


No Forced Retirement 

Doctor Kirkland probably read 
the paragraph in the ADA, August 
1951, News Letter, and thinks that 
if we are included in OASI, den- 
tists would be forced to retire at 
65. I quote from a paragraph on 
page 3, column 2: “Men ot 65 to- 
day are healthier and are better 
able to continue to work than ever 
before. To force a man to retire at 
age 65 is to ignore the great social 
changes which have occurred in 
the United States in the past half 
century.” 

The sentence “force a man to re- 
tire’ applied to OASI is false. If 
we are included, a dentist may con- 
tinue to work if he wishes, quit any 
time, and receive OASI benefits. 
After age 72, any amount may be 
earned and benefits received. 

Doctor Kirkland takes up an- 
other ADA objection that OASI 
does not tend to build an estate. 
The program was not designed for 
this purpose. As the name implies, 
it is intended in event everything 
else fails, if for example, the sav- 
ings are spent, the annuity has 
ceased payments, the stocks have 
been sold or discontinued paying 
dividends. In these cases, OASI 
will keep the dentist and his wife 
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after age 65 off relief rolls, and in 
event of his death before age 65, 
will protect his widow and children 
until the children are 18 years of 
age; then his widow at age 65 will 
receive $81.40 per month for life. 

Doctor Kirkland also read the 
paragraph in the August 1951, 
ADA News Letter, in which the 
statement is made that most den- 
tists do not stop practicing until 
forced to do so by illness or disa- 
bility. Regardless of this statement, 
according to recent statistics, a 
majority of dentists plan to retire 
around age 65. Doctor Kirkland 
seems to think that it would be a 
terrible thing to be included in 
OASI. Over 62,000,000 persons 
are now included in the program. 
If they were not satisfied with it, 
OASI would have been abolished 
long ago. We have heard no hint 
of any such action. 


Only 500,000 Earners Excluded 

With the lawyers requesting 
Congress for inclusion in OASI, 
probably less than 500,000 persons 
in the United States are excluded. 

In one paragraph, Doctor Kirk- 
land takes the position that the 
$10.50 per month, ranging up to 
$21 per month after 1975, would 
take all of the dentist’s available 
cash and leave nothing for any- 
thing else. 

Doctor Kirkland concluded with 
the attitude that the program does 
not cost enough to be worth while. 
He states, “I hope that those who 
expect something for nothing will] 
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realize their mistake before it is 
too late.” We wonder if these 55 
dentists over age 65 on the ADA 
Relief Roll, and the hundreds of 
other dentists subsisting on charity, 
would consider it a calamity to be 
included in OASI today and to be 
receiving a check every month for 
$162.80 for themselves and their 
wives. Doctor Kirkland is follow- 
ing the theory of the top officials of 
the ADA that the dentist will not 
need the protection of OASI, but 
how can we be sure until it is too 
late? The following comparison 
may be made: the fire insurance 
on our homes does not add to the 
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value of the property or tend to 
build an estate. Your home may 
never burn down, but you have 
protection should it be destroyed 
tomorrow. 

The fact that the American Bar 
Association has asked the Congress 
to include lawyers in the social se- 
curity program should convince 
the dentist that OASI is sound. 
The attorney is trained to evaluate 
properly matters such as this. It 
it were not desirable, the lawyers 
would not have accepted it.

WHAT IS A VITAMIN? 


A VITAMIN is not nourishment in the sense that minerals are nourish- 
ment. Vitamins do not help build the cells in the body—they do not 
create the bones, the tissues, and the muscles as do the minerals. A 
vitamin resembles the spark in the engine of an automobile. Without 
the spark, the gasoline cannot be ignited to give power to the motor.

Simplified, it means a substance that permits two other 
elements to join together like hormones. 

Vitamins are as important as minerals in the field of nutrition, but 
they serve another purpose. They are not nourishment. Their presence 
merely enables the body to take from the food we eat the nourishment 
it requires—provided of course the food has that nourishment. Many 
times civilized food is sadly deficient in that respect. If the food you 
eat does not contain enough protein and minerals to meet your body’s 
requirements, all the vitamins in the world will not give you good

Doctor William Doe appraised 
with satisfaction the set of den- 
tures he was completing. 

“This is the second $300 job I’ve 
had this summer,” he casually re- 
marked to his assistant. “Business 
seems to be picking up.” 

At the lunch counter that noon, 
his assistant, a girl two years out 
of high school, struck up a lively 
conversation with an old chum. 

“How're things at your place?” 
her friend inquired over a bowl of 
vegetable soup. 

“We're busy as beavers,” the as- 
sistant announced. “We’re finish- 
ing another $300 set of dentures 
today.” 

“Three hundred bucks,” gasped 
her companion. “Wow! I thought 
those things cost much less than 
that.” 


There are certain precautions 
the wise dentist will take to 
prevent a chain of harmful 


rumors. 


“Not where I work,” retorted 
the assistant without further ex- 
planation. 

Her friend was duly impressed. 
So much so, in fact, that she passed 
along her interpretation of the con- 
versation to some of her friends a 
couple of days later. It was not 
long before dentist Doe was being 
“talked about” as a “high-priced 
dentist,” although his fees were ac- 
tually as low as any other dentist’s. 
An innocent remark had cost him 
several prospective patients and 
created a false impression that 
would be hard to overcome. 

This mythical experience of Bill 
Doe is typical of the sort that might 
occur to any unwary dentist. Den- 
tal assistants—even the best of 
them—are only human, and they 
like to talk about their job. It is 
only natural that they will repeat 
occasionally a chance remark of 
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yours when they are making small 
talk with a girl friend or the man 
in their lives. 

Your efficient technician sees no 
harm in these bits of gossip, and 
usually there is none—unless they 
happen to set off a chain of dan- 
gerous rumors. A misinterpreta- 
tion of a brief conversation, how- 
ever, may brand you as anything 
from a Communist cell leader to a 
modern bluebeard. 


Aura of Glamor 

Life in a dentist’s office is some- 
what akin to that in a hospital or 
television station, it has an aura of 
glamor for the uninitiated. Friends 
of those who assist dentists are 
likely to press them for glimpses of 
what goes on behind the dental pa- 
tient’s back. Consequently, a den- 
tal assistant is more likely to dis- 
cuss her duties with others than, 
for example, a wholesale grocer’s 
secretary would. This means, of 
course, greater possibility that she 
will say something to put the un- 
suspeciing dentist on the spot. A 
chance remark can be misunder- 
stood easily. 

Relatively quiet as a dental office 
normally is, your assistant may 
overhear a major portion of your 
conversations on the telephone and 
at the chair. She will not be eaves- 
dropping, but a person with normal 
hearing simply will be unable to 
avoid listening to what is being 
said. And someihing which you 
chance to say may later be re- 


peated—perhaps unthinkingly—in 
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a way that will be detrimental to 
your practice. Sometimes it will 
be a good idea to clarify for your 
assistant’s benefit a telephone con- 
versation that, unless the full facts 
were known, could cause a raised 
eyebrow. Remember that the girl 
who stands beside you at the dental 
chair has neither the wisdom of 
Solomon nor the reticence of a 
sphinx. 

To avoid possible complications, 
the dentist would be wise to con- 
sider these steps: 

1. Avoid the use of specific 
names in your conversation when- 
ever possible. If something you 
say is repeated, at least the remark 
will not produce strained relations 
with a particular person. 

2. Avoid sarcasm in your con- 
versation. This type of remark is 
misconstrued too easily. Then, too, 
possible indiscreet words are likely 
to creep into such ruminations— 
with possible disastrous results. 

3. Try to break yourself of using 
half-sentences. Express your spoken 
thoughts clearly and fully to pre- 
clude misinterpretation. Sentences 
only half finished or laced with 
self-imposed interruptions can 
cause trouble in a hurry. 

4. Avoid transacting business in 
your office via the telephone. When 
what appears to be a lengthy tele- 
phone conversation develops, sug- 
gest that the discussion be post- 
poned, and agree to call the person 
later in the day. This call can be 
made from your home or from a 
telephone booth. 
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3. Refrain from discussing pa- 
tients’ accounts with your assistant. 
In an unguarded moment, she may 
mention that a particular patient 
has a long over-due balance, and 
ultimately her statement will reach 
the ears of the delinquent patient— 
with unhappy results. Merely per- 
mitting your assistant to post your 
accounts is not likely to create such 
a situation, because she probably 
will not pay particular attention to 
any specific account. When an ac- 
count is brought to her attention 
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in a conversation, however, she is 
likely to remember it. 

This is not to say that every 
dental assistant is a potential trou- 
blemaker. On the contrary, there 
probably are few, indeed, who 
would cause their employers any 
embarrassment. However, so long 
as more than one person is em- 
ployed in the dental office, there 
will be need for caution in the 
dentist’s conversation.

WHO SHOULD NOT DIET? 


WITHOUT careful psychiatric study, one could not possibly begin to 
predict who might suffer an emotional break when reducing. How- 
ever, considerable attention should be paid to the following circum- 
stances: 

1. A patient subject to moderate to severe changes in mood should 
diet with caution. Certainly anyone who has had a real depression 
should be careful. 

2. A patient currently heavily pressed by life situations and respon- 
sibilities should defer dieting, if possible, until the pressure eases. 

3. For a patient who seems lonely and considerably deprived of 
companionship, strenuous dieting may be a real risk. 

4. Women obviously already tense and anxious around middle life 
should be careful. 

3. I have seen several men gain weight around their late 50’s, and 
with retirement imminent, severe dieting was too much for them. For 
them it would have been better to delay the dieting until they were 
better adapted to their new, more restricted life.—Proceedings of the 
Staff Meetings of the Mayo Clinic, June 1, 1955.

Dental Mealth Stressed 


at Lankenau Hospital

THE DENTAL department of Lan- 
kenau Hospital in suburban Phila- 
delphia is an integral part of the 
hospital’s overall operations. The 
importance of treating the whole 
man when ministering to his health 
needs has for years been accepted 


in this 95-year-old institution, 
which late in 1953 relocated its fa- 
cilities in a $11,000,000 group of 
new functional buildings. 
Heading the hospital’s dental 
division is Conrad F. Hellwege, 
DDS, who has been in charge since 
1930. Assisting him are Doctors 
R. W. Williams and Edward Zim- 
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At Lankenau Hospital medical 
and dental services cooperate 
in education and practices to 
bring improvement to the com- 
munity and individual health. 


merman. The quarters provided 
for the dental staff include two com- 
pletely equipped operating rooms 
and offices, which currently are be- 
ing enlarged to permit further 
broadening of the hospital’s dental 
activities. The equipment in use 
makes possible the treatment of 
both ambulatory and wheel-chair 
patients; when essentiai, dental 
services may be administered at the 
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bedside of hospitalized patients. 
Members of the dental staff, who 
have their own private practices in 
Philadelphia, are at the hospital 
Tuesday and Friday mornings for 
the treatment of hospitalized pa- 
tients and outpatients with dental 
problems contributing to specific 
ailments. 

The distinguishing philosophy of 
the Lankenau Hospital has been 
termed by the hospital’s authorities 
as “Health Through Education” 
and is aided on the lay level by the 
first health museum used as an im- 
portant division of a hospital. The 
museum, which is supervised by 


Katheryn E. Langwill, PhD, and

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staffed by volunteers from the Jun- 
ior League of Philadelphia, occu- 
pies a large area just off the main 
entrance lobby. It includes over 
seventy exhibits, many of which 
were constructed under the direc- 
tion of Doctor Bruno Gebhard at 
the Cleveland Health Museum and 
designed to go through a cycle of 
actions when a visitor pushes a 
button or turns a crank. Included 
are pictorial illustrations showing 
the exchange of water in the hu- 
man system, a display employing a 
traveling red light that traces the 
path of red blood cells, and in 
others the characteristics of child- 
hood diseases are explained. Soon 
to be added is a transparent woman 
showing organs in correct size, 
color, and position. Lights that 
will illuminate the individual or- 
gans will be synchronized with a 


recorded health talk. 


Visitors’ Exhibits 

In the dental section, visitors are 
encouraged to operate exhibits 
such as the one showing a child 
brushing his teeth, and the display 
of a giant-size tooth, which flashes 
lights behind each tooth division as 
printed legends at the side of the 
display identify the brightened sec- 
tion. Other displays distinguish 
between permanent and temporary 
teeth, show how elongation follows 
an extraction, and permit a detailed 
study of the oral cavity. New ma- 
terial is introduced in the museum 
from time to time to keep the dis- 
plays in step with medical and den- 
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tal advancements of the world. 

The operation of Lankenau Hos- 
pital reflects plans made for the in- 
stitution during its early days in 
the post Civil War era. Among 
other evidences of their interest in 
public health, the founders offered 
a form of hospitalization insurance 
to those who paid a premium of 
twenty-five cents a month. That, 
of course, was in the year 1860. 

In addition to its health mu- 
seum, Lankenau offers for public 
use an auditorium having a seating 
capacity of 335, and facilities for 
lectures by outside health authori- 
ties and members of the hospital 
staff, forums, demonstrations and 
the showing of films. Among these 
is the dental film, GATEWAY TO 
HEALTH. Neighboring public and 
private schools, scout troops, wom- 
en’s clubs, church, professional, 
and college groups have already 
availed themselves of these educa- 
tional advantages. Lankenau Hos- 
pital operates as a non-sectarian 
institution, although twenty-four 
deaconesses of the Lutheran faith 
are associated with it in various 
branches of the nursing service and 
in other departments. The hospi- 
tal’s school of nursing has Sister 
Amelia Shaeffer, RN, in charge of 
training approximately 160 siu- 
dents. In the nursing training is 
included periodic lectures by Doc- 
tor Hellwege, who explains the ad- 
ministration of regular and post- 
operative dental care of patients 
and the relation of dental health to 
physical well-being.

DENTIST SHOULD ANALYZE THE PATIENT’S PERSONALITY 


THE DENTIST must realize the patient is generally frightened and nervous 
on his first visit. Therefore, when a new patient presents himself, it is 
important to make a quick, accurate judgment of the personality before 
attempting any clinical examination of the mouth. One may avoid blun- 
ders by analyzing the personality. There are usually tell-tale indicators, 
such as: 

1. Air of self-importance—demands catering to. 

2. Loquaciousness—be a good listener and try not to look bored. 

3. Sullenness—cheerfulness and encouragement help a lot. 

4. Jitteriness—reassurance, understanding and patience are essential.

MORE AND more every dentist is 
realizing that to be proficient tech- 
nically is not enough to establish a 
good practice. Castigations of the 
dental profession are being spoken 
and written. For example, not long 
ago, Robert Linder, a psychologist 
speaking to the Baltimore City 
Dental Society, said, “Of all the 
major professions, dentistry is the 
least progressive and the most 
naive psychologically ... Adoption 
of a sort of half-baked chair-side 
manner is the limit of the psycho- 
therapy dentists undertake ... Pa- 
tients approach the dentist with

more anxiety than almost anything 
else. But the dentists have no tech- 
nique of allaying this anxiety... 
Some articles in their dental jour- 
nals sound as if there were just 
teeth and no patients...” 

No doubt Mr. Linder was being 
a little dramatic in his empha- 
sis of such a point of view. 
However, people, irrespective of 
their role in life, are being 
made more conscious of public and 
human relations in all of their 
daily activities. Therefore, it is up 
to the dentist to develop not only 
his operative proficiency, but also 
his skill in handling patients. 

The following suggestions are 
made with the hope that as you 
read them some idea or suggestion 
to which you have not given much 
thought or consideration in your 
patient relationships recently, will 
be brought to your attention. 
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Practical suggestions in this 
article are based on the au- 
thor’s experience in develop- 
ing human relations programs 
and on a survey of patients and 


practicing dentists. 


Suggestion 1. Approach Your Re- 
lationships and Problems With 
Patients Scientifically. 

Proceed in improving your pa- 
tient relationships just as you 
would proceed from the operative 
aspects of your practice. Possibly 
a five-step approach as follows 
might be useful: 

Step 1. Recognize danger sig- 
nals when they are developing in 
your relationships. If your patient 
turnover is extremely high, if pa- 
tients fail to recommend other pa- 
tients to come to you, if patients 
begin a complete mouth restora- 
tion with you and do not have it 
completed, or if patients seem to 
become annoyed or irritated with 
you, find out why. 

Step 2. Diagnose and find out if 
it is some action on your part or 
your auxiliary staff that is lowering 
your patient relationship standing. 
This often involves a better under- 
standing of the patient as well as 
yourself and your staff. 

Step 3. Prescribe what must be 
done, both collectively and indi- 
vidually, to bring about better pa- 
tient relationship. 

Step 4. Check and be sure the 


prescription is the correct one.

From time to time former pre- 
scriptions in established patient re- 
lationships will have to be changed, 
as such individuals change in 
status and requirements. 
Suggestion 2. Determine What Pa- 
tients Expect from You. 

Different patients will expect dif- 
ferent handling from you. There 
are, however, some general rea- 
sons, such as the following, given 
to me by patients, indicating why 
they liked their dentist: 

(1) Gives me individual at- 
tention and makes me feel he is in- 
terested in me. 

(2) Friendly and pleasant at 
all times. 

(3) Cooperative in setting 
appointments at convenient times. 

(4) Operatively proficient in 
the services he performs. 

(5) Up-to-date office 
new equipment. 

(6) Shows no favoritism to- 
ward any of his patients. 
Suggestion 3. Be a Professional in 
Every Way. 

Being operatively proficient is 
not enough; you must be a good 
salesman, a good businessman, and 
a good manager of your auxiliary 
personnel. Useful criteria to de- 
termine if you are a professional 
in every way are the following: 

(1) Accomplished skill in oper- 
ative proficiency and also breadth 
gained by intellectual training. 

(2) Willingness to study and 
adopt new thinking and new meth- 
ods when the value of such has 
been established. 


with 
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(3) Desire to see that your 
skill and knowledge are put to use 
for the benefit of others. 

(4) Placing a time value on 
your services, but at the same time, 
not being reluctant to give of your- 
self for special treatment without 
pay when no financial reward is 
possible. 

(5) Doing those things that will 
raise the stature of your profes- 
sion and avoiding those things 
which might lower the prestige of 
yourself or fellow dentists in the 
minds of the public. 

Suggestion 4. Set Objectives and 
Goals. 

Do you want to have a one, two, 
or three-chair office? Do you want 
to specialize in prosthetics, oral 
surgery, periodontia, or do you 
want a general practice? Do you 
want to hold your present clien- 
tele, or do you want to attract new 
patients? Do you have a desire to 
upgrade your practice and spend 
less time in your office, or do you 
want to make more money? 
Suggestion 5. Analyze Yourself. 

This analysis should be made 
according to the factors which are 
characteristic of the successful and 
happy, such as the following: 
General Qualities: Dependability, 
stability, courage, initiative, in- 


dustry, thoroughness, ambition, 
self-discipline. 
Human (Qualities: Liking for 


people, understanding of people, 
tact, loyalty, sincerity, enthusiasm, 
cooperativeness. 

Appearance: Health, energy, dress, 
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neatness, poise, stature and _ bear- 
ing, voice, speech. 

If you will take just fifteen min- 
utes at the close of each day to 
analyze your failures as well as 
your successes, it will pay big divi- 
dends in personal satisfaction, and 
needless to say in the satisfaction 
of your patients. Check your rec- 
ords and find out what your patient 
turnover is. If your turnover is 
excessive, take a look at yourself. 
Many of your colleagues have said 
that 85 per cent of patients who are 
lost because of dissatisfaction, are 
lost because of some human frailty 
rather than lack of operative skill. 
It may take ten years for a patient 
to learn whether or not you are a 
really good dentist. However, when 
he comes into your office, in ten 
seconds he can and often does de- 
cide whether or not you look like a 
good dentist. 

Suggestion 6. You Yourself Must 
Be a Believer in Good Dentistry. 

This is necessary if you are to 
convince a patient that good den- 
tistry is essential to his health and 
appearance. Truthfully, do you 
require dental treatment? How 
about the members of your imme- 
diate family? How long has it 
been since you have been to a 
dentist ? 

There still is another aspect in 
being a believer in good dentistry. 
Realizing that the use of a rubber 
dam is a moot question, but as- 
suming for a moment that a student 
graduates from a dental school, 
having been indoctrinated with its 
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merits, and then he sets up his own 
practice but does not use it only 
because it is a lot of trouble; such 
action becomes questionable. 
Suggestion 7. You Must Consider 
Yourself a Public Relations Repre- 
sentative of Your Profession in 
Your Community. 

Actually, a dentist has a three- 
fold obligation to his community: 

1. To provide good dental ser- 
vice. 

2. To keep the public properly 
informed as to what is good and 
necessary dentistry 

3. To protect the interest of the 
public where the dentist’s technical 
knowledge is of importance as in 
such questions as fluoridation of 
community water supply. 
Suggestion 8. You Must Look at 
Yourself as a Professional Sales- 
man, and Not Just as One Skilled 
in Operative Proficiency. 

To be a skilled salesman is dif- 
ficult, but because of your profes- 
sional standing, greater skill and 
finesse are necessary than for the 
typical salesman. Your selling 
techniques must be natural—so 
well camouflaged that the patient 
never realizes that he or she is 
being influenced by salesmanship. 
Many a good dentist has failed to 
do exceptionally well because of 
his inability to sell his rare abili- 
ties to his patients. Selling is both 
an art and a science. The art must 
come through practice. There are, 
however, some scientific principles 
which have been established in the 
realm of salesmanship that may be 
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worth noting. In fact, those den- 
tists who failed in their practice 
may well have done so because 
they did not follow some general 
guides in their relationships. Those 
dentists who might be classed by 
patients as mediocre in their pa- 
tient relationships may well follow 
all of them. Those dentists ranked 
high by their patients in their re- 
lationships, probably break all of 
them. The difference between the 
ones rated high and low being that 
those rated high know when the oc- 
casion necessitates the breaking of 
a principle in the handling of a 
patient. 

Principle 1. Know each of your 
patients by name. Refer to them 
by their first names only when you 
are certain it is acceptable to them. 

Principle 2. Do not ask patients 
how they feel or what their diff- 
culty might be, while in the recep- 
tion room. 

Principle 3. Listen and record 
(at least mentally) what a patient 
expects, how much he knows about 
dentistry, and how cooperative he 
will be. Almost all patients seem 
to be impressed with the use of a 
health history and examination 
chart. Do you use them as a stand- 
ard procedure? Do not guess, if 
“x-ray” pictures are needed. Con- 
vince the patient they are needed 
when they are. Most patients re- 
sist the added cost of pictures, be- 
cause they have not been convinced 
of the need for them. 

Principle 4. Explain to the pa- 
tient the best treatment for his or 
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her condition. Briefly explain why 
alternative methods of treatment 
may be somewhat adequate and 
less costly. Failure, however, to 
refer to the best methods at your 
disposal can become a reflection 
on your ability if the patient’s at- 
tention is ever directed to the pro- 
vision of better treatment or 
methods by some other dentist. In- 
form before you perform, but do 
not try to give a patient a full 
course in dentistry. Be able to 
translate what you know into terms 
readily understandable by the pa- 
tient. Analogies and similes may 
be helpful in making explanations 
to some patients. 

Principle 5. Let the patient know 
in advance of any possible incon- 
veniences of treatment. An explan- 
ation after a prophylaxis, ex'rac- 
tion, insertion of dentures, or a 
bridge, may be too quickly inter- 
preted by the patient as a short- 
coming in your service, rather 
than something to be expected 
normally. 

Principle 6. Be prepared for the 
patient, when he is seated in the 
chair. Some things, may be done 
better in front of the patient, such 
as pouring a fresh cup of water. 

Principle 7. Use visual material 
in making explanations to patients. 
Psychologists have found that the: 

Eyes are eight to nine times 
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more effective in mental registra- 
tion. 

Eyes increase absorption possi- 
bilities 35 per cent in the same 
length of time. 

Eyes increase retention possibil- 
ities 55 per cent. 

Principle 8. Never leave a pa- 
tient unattended without telling 
him why and giving him an oppor- 
tunity to be comfortable in your 
absence. 

Principle 9. Avoid criticizing 
another dentist’s fee or dentistry. 

Principle 10. Avoid arguing with 
most patients. 

Principle 11. Be cheerful and 
optimistic, but at the same time do 
not overdo it, as the patient might 
feel you are not dependable and 
sincere. 

Principle 12. Remind each pa- 
tient before dismissing him that 
the success of his dental service 
depends on his cooperation. 
Suggestion 9. Set Up a Self-Im- 
provement Program. 

Develop not only your operative 
skill, but also your skill in han- 
dling patients. Such a balanced pro- 
gram of self-development will pay 
off in money and in greater satis- 
faction from your professional 
career.

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Physicians Spend Hours 


Just “Keeping Up” 


THE AVERAGE American physician, 
who puts in a 60-hour-work week, 
spends about 10 hours a week just 
keeping up his education, an 
American Medical Association sur- 
vey shows. 

Even with this schedule, most 
physicians surveyed said _ they 
wished it were possible to spend 
much more time keeping up to date 
with medical progress. 

Doctor Douglas D. Vollan, as- 
sistant secretary of the AMA Coun- 
cil on Medical Education and Hos- 
pitals, reporting on the survey of 
the physician’s career-long educa- 
tion in the Journal of The Ameri- 
can Medical Association said :* 

“Every year, every month, and 
every day brings new changes in 
the panorama of knowledge of hu- 
man biology, human disease, and 
related scientific fields. With this 
knowledge comes new skill in the 
prevention, diagnosis, and _ treat- 
ment of the ills that plague man- 
kind ... What may have been ac- 
ceptable treatment for one condi- 
tion twenty years ago, might now 
be considered less than worthless.” 
” Sellam D. D.: Scope and Extent of Post- 


raduate Medical Education in the United 
tates, JAMA 157:703 (February) 1955. 


For this reason, it is “absolutely 
essential” for the physician to con- 
tinue his education as long as he 
practices medicine. The council 
survey found out from about 5,000 
physicians and numerous _post- 
graduate education facilities just 
how it is done. 

The surveyed physicians said 
they spend a yearly average of 667 
hours (about 83 eight-hour days) 
in the five general fields of learn- 
ing after college—reading, profes- 
sional contacts with other physi- 
cians, attending hospital staff meet- 
ings, going to medical society 
meetings, and taking formal post- 
graduate courses. 

The 667 hours compose about 
22 per cent of the average physi- 
cian’s total professional activity. A 
third of this time is spent in medi- 
cal reading. Most physicians said 
reading is the most important way 
to learn, and wished they had more 
time for it. Another third of the 
time is in professional contacts 
with other physicians, since “bed- 
side consultation” is probably one 
of the best ways to learn. About a 
fourth of this time is taken up by 
hospital staff meetings and other 
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conferences. Five per cent is de- 
voted to medical society meetings, 
with comparable time to _post- 
graduate courses. Physicians spend 
from one day to as much as three 
months a year taking courses, 
which they ranked second in edu- 
cational importance. Those sur- 
veyed said they would like to spend 
200 per cent more time in post- 
graduate courses. 

The study showed that 1,481,061 
physician-hours were spent in class 
for 1952-53, but Doctor Vollan 
said it also showed that this was 
not enough. The results of the 
study indicated that one week or 
50 hours of postgraduate medical 
education a year is a “reasonable 
amount” to allow physicians to 
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keep up with medical progress. 
This, of course, is in addition to 
reading, professional contacts, and 
medical society meetings. It would 
take about 215,500 more teaching 
hours to properly fill the need, he 
said. An equally important need is 
better distribution of courses 
throughout the country, rather 
than concentration in areas such 
as New York, Chicago, other ma- 
jor cities, and the West Coast. 

Summing up, Doctor Vollan 
quoted a comparison of the Ameri- 
can physician “to a shiny new 
automobile, the product of a large 
initial investment, but one that re- 
quires constant care, repair, and 
refueling, in order to do the job 
for which it is intended.” 





NUTRITIONISTS AND DENTISTS SHOULD COOPERATE

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consult about the will and, of 
course, is the person to draw it. 
He will see that it meets the legal 
requirements and that it takes ad- 
vantage of all considerations from 
a tax angle.” “However,” Wilbur 
continued, “there is certain infor- 
mation needed by the attorney, 
which can be furnished only by 
the person for whom the will is to 
be drawn.” 

“Well,” I asked, “if you know 
what you want, why not leave the 
whole thing to your attorney?” 

“You are right,” said Wilbur, 
“provided you know what you 
want and have given it careful 
study. A will is an individual and 
personal instrument. For exam- 
ple,” he said, “the temperament, 
responsibility, and business experi- 
ence of each beneficiary should be 
considered. No lawyer is in the 
position to know the intimate in- 
dividual characteristics of your 
family and the various situations 
involved.” 

Thinking I would make him 
angry, I asked if he had classified 


Jane. 
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“Yes,” replied Wilbur. “You 
will remember I placed Jane on a 
budget some years ago. She has 
had experience in handling money. 
The efficient management of a 
household budget is no small busi- 
ness. She has convinced me that 
she has good business judgment.” 

“That may be true,” I agreed, 
“but the handling of an estate is a 
difierent matter.” 

“Tl realize that,” said Wilbur, 
“and, furthermore, I realize I 
wont be here when my estate is 
executed. For that reason I wish 
to have Jane and her co-executor 
thoroughly acquainted with the 
job before them. I have introduced 
Jane to my lawyer and the mem- 
bers of his firm. We have had 
many conferences and she has been 
given the privilege of asking ques- 
tions and becoming thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the terms of the will. 
Also she has become better ac- 
quainted with my lawyer and the 
members of his firm. I have in 
this manner demonstrated to them 
the confidence I have in my wife, 
and have set the pattern for the 
manner in which I expect. her to 
be treated.” 

Jane spoke up and said, “I like 
the lawyer and the members of the 
firm and feel at ease with them. 
This takes away my dread and fear 
of this responsibility in the future.” 
Wilbur then added, “Had I selected 
the trust department of my bank 
to be co-executors, I would have 
followed the same procedure in see- 
ing that Jane was well acquainted 
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with them.” 

“Well,” I replied, “a man can 
never be sure of how things will be 
carried out after he is gone.” 


Selecting Legal Aid 

“That, of course, is partly true,” 
said Wilbur. “However, he can 
take every possible precaution. For 
example, to further safeguard the 
administration of my estate, I se- 
lected a lawyer who is a member 
of a reputable firm. Being a mem- 
ber of a legal firm, he is respon- 
sible not only to my estate, but his 
responsibility involves the integ- 
rity of his firm.” 

Wilbur went on to say, “If Jane 
had not been happy and satisfied 
with my selection of her co-execu- 
tor, | would have made other ar- 
rangements.” 

“Well!” I said, “You may be 
able to check Jane’s ability, but I 
don’t see how you can reach any 
conclusion about your children.” 

Wilbur replied, “It is my belief 
that each beneficiary should be 
able to qualify as to his or her re- 
sponsibility for handling an inher- 
itance. Frankly, I think for small 
children it is better at their mother’s 
death to have their inheritance in 
trust. Many a boy or girl has had 
his or her life changed disastrously 
by too much money at the wrong 
time. Of course, a will has to be 
changed constantly to meet chang- 
ing circumstances.” 

“Would you leave your estate in 
trust for your children if they were 
grown?” I asked. 
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‘Having raised and educated my 
children,” said Wilbur, “I feel that 
any inheritance I might leave them 
represents years of labor and sav- 
ing on my part. Therefore, I feel 
no sense of obligation to leave 
hard-earned money outright to 
them, if I do not feel that they are 
capable of handling it. If I have a 
responsibility, it is one of protec- 
tion, which I shall safeguard by 
taking legal steps to insure the 
manner in which my children re- 
ceive their inheritance.”

So 
to break things up, I asked, “What 
do you think they will have on the 
menu at the hotel?”

Administering the Estate 

So he continued, “Administra- 
tion of my estate has two main di- 
visions. First, | never have liked 
having all my eggs in one basket. 
For that reason, I have placed all 
my life insurance’in an insurance 
trust. It is understandable that a 


lawyer or the trust department of 
the bank would prefer to handle 
the whole estate. However, many 
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men do not have large enough es- 
tates to provide dividends neces- 
sary to support their families after 
their death. It then becomes nec- 
essary to use interest and principal. 
An insurance company, at no ad- 
ditional cost, will set up a trust 
agreement, whereby interest and 
principal will be paid in guaran- 
teed amounts at stipulated times. 
Careful study can determine at 
what time more or less money is 
needed. While interest from funds 
left in an insurance trust may be 
less than could be realized from 
some other type of investment, due 
to the regulatory laws governing 
these funds, it is comparatively 
safe, and a comfort, to feel that you 
have a rock around which your 
estate is built.” 

Wilbur went on to say, “A man’s 
responsibility is primarily con- 
cerned with providing for his wife. 
His children, when of age, should 
be able to provide for themselves. 
For this reason, at the death of my 
wife, I have stipulated that the re- 
maining balance in the trust be 
paid to my estate. Insurance trust 
functions only as set forth in the 
original agreement. Complications 
arising from the marriage of the 
children or some unforseen inci- 
dent could be handled better by 
the estate.” 

Mary asked, “What about the 
second division of the administra- 
tion of your estate?” 

Wilbur replied, “My will is set 
up with my wife and attorney as 
co-executors. The provisions are 
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flexible to take care of emergencies 
that may develop, and which in the 
opinion of the executors, justify the 
use of some of the principal of the 
estate. Assets of individual estates 
are so varied that a breakdown of 
mine would not be of any par-

THE OPPOSITION TO OASI 


THERE ARE earnest dentists who oppose OASI. We have given them a 
chance to express their opinions in this publication. Their argument is 
based on the compulsory features of social security, which they consider 
to be an encroachment on personal rights and freedom of enterprise. 
These opponents of OASI also advance the argument that this measure 
is subject to constant legislative revision and that there is no assurance 
that the rates may not be revised upward and the benefits downward. 
Finally, these opponents contend that they prefer a voluntary system of 
OASI or a revision of the Internal Revenue Code to allow self-employed 
professional persons to set up tax-delayed private annuity programs. 

Let us examine these arguments: 

There is no question that OASI is compulsory, so too are federal income 
taxes and all local real estate and personal property taxes. The funds from 
taxation furnish us with military and civil protection, with roads and 
schools, with playgrounds and public health services, with countless other 
social benefits. Although we all object and dislike taxes, we know that 
chaos would prevail without the services that we receive from tax funds. 
In general, the benefits that we receive from general taxation are for the 
“sreatest good for the greatest number.” 

The benefits from OASI are direct and personal to the one covered 
and to his family. Millions of employers and their employees pool rela- 
tively small contributions in a common trust fund from which with- 
drawals are made only under specific conditions: (1) old-age retirement 
benefits after 65; (2) benefits to a surviving wife and minor children; 
(3) a modest death payment. 

The benefits to be derived far outweigh the moderate contributions. 
It has been “estimated that one would need to buy a $25,000 insurance

policy to- secure the same benefits as are offered by social security.” 
(From a publication of the Illinois State Bar Association.) 

It is true that there is nothing to prevent future sessions of the U. S. 
Congress from increasing the rate of contributions and decreasing the 
benefits except the very real deterrent that no Congress would dare run 
contrary to the desires of the 62,700,000 people, 92 per cent of the 
working population and their families, who are presently covered under 
OASI. The political reprisals would be too great. Under every amend- 
ment to the basic act more, rather than fewer, citizens are covered, and 
the benefits have been increased. It will not be long before all employed 
and self-employed persons are covered, including dentists. Why should 
we wait? 

A voluntary social security system is a phantom and the inclusion of 
this question in any opinion poll is a deliberate attempt to cloud the 
issue. Quoting again from a publication of the Illinois State Bar As- 
sociation: 

“The introduction of the device of individual voluntary election of 
coverage is a violation of one of the basic principles of the social secur- 
ity program .. . only those individuals who stand to benefit most and 
pay least will voluntarily exercise their right to come into the system.” 

With respect to these will-o-the-wisp, special privilege proposals en- 
abling “self-employed professional persons to exclude from current tax- 
able income amounts sufficient to finance a reasonable retirement annu- 
ity,” there is only a slight chance that any Congress would pass such a rich 
man’s tax dodge. 

Unless the dentist is in condition to pass a rigid physical examina- 
tion and he can afford to buy a $25,000 life insurance policy and keep 
it in force, he should vigorously support OASI—for his own old age 
and to protect his widow and young children should he die. Life insur- 
ance should be a part of the estate of every prudent man. In addition 
to the protection of social security, we should all have both: the cheaper 
and basic protection under OASI, the more expensive personal insur- 
ance that includes cash surrender and loan values. OASI is compulsory 
and is intended to cover the basic essentials of life. Private insurance is 
voluntary and can be as extensive as one can afford. There is no conflict 


between these two forms of protection.

Diagnosing Mouth Disease 

Q.—A 43-year-old woman patient com- 
plains of an acute burning sensation 
along the buccal folds of her mouth. 
She explains that at times she has a 
bad taste in her mouth, her lips parch 
and peel, and the buccal surface of her 
cheeks feels “like briars.” The condi- 
tion has been present for almost a year. 
It is not acute at all times, but comes 
and goes. 

Her oral hygiene is excellent, lower 
left first and second molars are missing 
as is the upper right first bicuspid. The 
tissue appears normal, except in the 
buccal folds where there are numerous 
small, white patches resembling fat b>- 
neath the mucosa, where, she says, the 
pain is greatest. The taste buds in the 
tongue appear to be slightly raised and 
red. 

She has consulted a physician and a 
dermatologist. Both can find no reason 
for the symptoms. She has received 
vitamin therapy and has had allergy 
treatments. Blood and urine are normal. 

Eleven years ago she had a total 
hysterectomy but has received no medi- 
cation since.—J.J.W., Kentucky. 

A.—In your description of the 
case presented in your letter in 
which you wrote, “There are nu- 
merous small white patches resem- 
bling fat beneath the mocosa,” one 
is reminded of the conditions in 
Fordyce’s disease. However, in 
Fordyce’s disease there are usually 
no subjective symptoms, and the 
condition is discovered incidentally 
in an oral examination. 


The feeling “like briars” along 
the buccal surfaces of the cheeks 
may be found in lichen planus. At 
least this condition should be ruled 
out. 

Cheilitis is another condition 
that should be considered, partic- 
ularly in relation to the sympto- 
matology of the lips. 

I cannot offer any other sugges- 
tions, particularly in light of the 
fact that dermatologists have ex- 
amined the condition. — G. R. 
WARNER. 


Reaction to Anesthesia 

Q.—I just had a case with manifes- 
tations of which I have never seen the 
slightest semblance in all my career. A 
young girl, 12 years of age, presented for 
removal of a lower first m:lar (right) 
completely destroyed to the gingival line. 
I proceeded to make a mandibular block 
with usual two or three drops also in 
buccal fold. All seemed well; I stepped 
away from the chair for something when 
her mother called to me to ask what 
was wrong. Upon turning back, I saw 
the girl pointing and gesticulating with 
her hands and rubbing her eyes. 

Then the mother explained that when 
the daughter first attracted her atten- 
tion, her left eye was turned up, the 
right one down, but by the time I got 
around in front of her, they were level. 
However, she kept making signs at me 
to indicate that I was blurry, double or 
at a different distance. The patient be- 
ing a rather quiet type, I do not know

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whether she had no desire to talk or was 
temporarily mute. Closer observation 
showed her left eyeball reddened (may 
have been due to rubbing). There was 
a definite red line diagonally up the 
left part of her forehead from mesial 
side of her eyebrow toward the hairline 
and laterally, also below molar ridge on 
the right side. Usual anesthesia symp- 
toms of mental area were manifested. 

Beyond this, there were no untoward 
symptoms except a natural degree of 
apprehension over these phenomena, 
and in a few moments she seemed to 
return to normal vision and appearance 
after I gave her definite, positive sug- 
gestions that there was nothing to fear 
and she would soon feel all right. The 
latter certainly did not reflect a fear 
within my own mind as definite as the 
relief when I saw her fully return to 
normal. 

Would you ascribe this to a reflex 
action, or to the anesthesia of the optic 
nerve, or could it be some psychoso- 
matic manifestation of a subconscious 
fear complex? I realize from my hypno- 
dontia knowledge that almost any phys- 
ical phenomenon can be brought about 
by hypnotic suggestion, either direct or 
indirect, or voluntarily pop up out of 
the subconscious without invitation. 

After an uneventful removal of the 
roots, the girl departed calm and happy. 

I might add also that she had a rough 
experience recently with another extrac- 
tion by a local colleague. This experi- 
ence could have set up some fear com- 
plex. 

I should welcome your opinions on 
this at the first opportunity and with 
appreciation in advance.—G.S.W., Colo- 
rado. 

A.—The case presented in your 
letter of recent date, and so clearly 
and fully described, is not only 
interesting but unusual, so far as 
our experience goes. In many years 
of practice, I have seen only one 


similar case. I do not recall the 
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site of the injection of the anes- 
thetic in our case, but the lids of 
the left eye were paralyzed and the 
pupil fixed; however, the condition 
returned to normal in a few min- 
utes. 

It is suggested in your case that 
the cause was the anesthetic being 
injected into a blood vessel. It is 
not probable that a nerve sheath 
was penetrated by the needle for 
the resulting phenomena would not 
have occurred as rapidly. 

It seems to me that it was not a 
psychosomatic manifestation, both 
because of its instantaneous action 
and because of the patient having 
had no similar experience in the 
removal of other teeth. 

The action through the blood 
stream seems the most plausible 
explanation of the episode.—G. R. 
WARNER. 


Calcareous Deposits 


Q.—A ten-year-old boy has ‘what 
seems to be an excessive tendency for 
the formation of salivary calculus. As 
the formation is almost entirely on one 
side of the mouth—and an abscessed 
first molar is present—I think the prob- 
lem is failure to chew on that side, plus 
poor oral hygiene. We are removing 
the offending tooth. The mother insists 
that the boy does brush his teeth and 
that repeated scalings have been nec- 
essary in the past. 

I should appreciate your advising 
what conditions might cause salivary 
calculus to form in excessive amounts, 
and at a rapid rate, in the mouth of an 
apparently healthy ten-year-old boy.

A.—It is not uncommon for an 
excessive amount of calcareous de- 
posits to be found on the teeth of

happens, except in the cases of 
poor home care and an unbalanced 
diet, is hard to explain. 

It is not hard to understand why 
your patient has an_ excessive 
amount of calculus on the side of 
the mouth that is not used, because 


teen-age patients. 
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the attrition of food helps to keep 
the teeth relatively free from calcu- 
lus. 

I suggest that this boy should 
not have a high carbohydrate diet, 
should eat food that he has to 
chew, and have plenty of vitamin 
C foods. 

If this plan is followed, I be- 
lieve there will be a marked de- 
crease in the calcareous deposits.
